2. Although the majority of the problems you described could 
be discovered only by such a visit as yours, the others could have 
been met by appropriate routine communications with headquarters. 
The fact that the requests were not made of headquarters, or if 
made were not acted upon, is in itself a problem to which we must 
address ourselves.
